During the final period of Government control over prices, which ended 
December 31, 1918, the average factory price of portland cement as fixed by 
the U. & War Industries Board was $1.78 per barrel. (See page. 800

United States Geological Survey Press Bulletin No. 466 shows the average 
factory prices of portland cement for 1919 and 1920 were $1.71 and $2.01 
per barrel respectively. 


The largest single factor of cost in the production of portland cement is fuel. 
The United States cement industry produced in 1920, 100,000,000 barrels 
of portland cement (several million barrels in excess of shipments— because 
of lack of cars), in the manufacture of which the equivalent of 10,000,000 tons 
of coal or 37,000,000 barrels of fuel oil were consumed. Compare your own 
1920 and 1918 fuel bills! 


The freight rate-advances which occurred in 1919 and 1920 are also nec- 
essarily reflected in manufacturing costs, thus affecting factory prices. 


Large wage advances to meet increased living costs have also been made 
to nearly 40,000 people employed in the cementjndustryv 
, 


Increases in these items of cost alone greatly exceed the moderate advance 


of 13 per cent in the 1920 average factory price over the price fixed by the 
Government in 1918 after its investigation of manufacturing costs. 


Similar conditions undoubtedly hold in other building material industries. 
Since the 1920 season closed, factory prices of portland cement and other 
basic building materials have niade very substantial declines. Producers sell- 
ing prices are in line with present manufacturing costs.
